RARILROADS CONTROL SHIPS. 
Our investigations in the east indi* 


cate that we cannot expect any of tho 
established coast to coast steamship 
lines to furnish a refrigerated 
fruit 


service for us, for the following rea- 
sons: 
First: 
The oldest and strongest 


steamship companies now 
operating 


are dominated by railroad influence 
through capital sources and will not 
compete. 
Second: 
Those steamship lines not 


dominated by railroad influence are 
operating

States 
Shipping 


Board ships, and have not tho capital 
required to install a sufficient amount 
of refrigerated space in the number of 
ships required to give tho service. 


Under the United States, shipping 


laws a foreign-built or owned ship can- 
not engage in coastwise business. 


As soon as tho new Shipping Board 


was organized with Mr. Lasker as 
chairman and Mr. Lissner- of -Los An- 
geles as one of its members, we opened 
negotiations with it, having in- mind 
the securing of ships especially adapted 
and fitted for service as fruit carriers, 
asi -well as carriers of other California 
products, and of products manufactur- 
ed in the east, and consumed in Call- 


have the option to sell any or all stock 
to the Exchange shippers at a price of. 
one hundred and ten dollars a share. 
This basis would appear to make the 
first issue of stock attractive from an 
investment standpoint. 


Under this plan the Exchange organ- 


ization need not be involved in the- 
finances of the Producers' Steamship 
company until after it is a thoroughly 
established and going concern, and it 
joing 


is to the interest of the Exchange ship 
pers to take it over. 


While pursuing our investigations in 


the east we had. this point always in 
mind, and when,' in the course of our 
work, we came in contact with Mr. 
Prcntiss N. Gray of New York and his 
business 
organization, we felt that 


here was a possible solution of this 
difficult question.

master's license. During the war Mr, 
Gray worked under Mr. Hoover in the 
Belgian Relief administration, having 
to do with the shipping end «of the 
work, and .had associated with him 
other competent young shipping men.

60,000 boxes only, during months of 
January to October, both inclusive, 
leaving space in the ship for othe* 
cargo to the amount of about 3000 tons 
eastbound. 


On the return trip (westbound) the 


ships would bring- general cargo con- 
sisting of drygoods, shoes, chemicals, 
light steel products, etc., for our local 
merchants and manufacturers. 
There 


is plenty of this cargo for all the ships 
now operating. 


WOULD FORM COMPANY. 


We propose, in order to take advan- 


tage of the tentative agreement with 
the Shipping Board, to organize the 
Producers' Steamship Company of Cal- 
ifornia, capitalized at five million dol- 
lars, and to offer not less than one 
million dollars, nor more than two mil- 
lion dollars, of the stock for sale to 
tho public, preferably the individual 
members in our citrus industry.. Whe- 
ther or not the amount of stock offered 
for sale now is one million or two mil- 
lion dollars depends upon whether wo 
start with five ships or six ships, and 


standardrforn 
which provides -that the operator shall 
gather the-freight, attend to all de- 
tails of loading and unloading, hire the 
crews and operate the ships, in addi- 
tion to which they would divert to this 
line as much of thei freight now con- 
trolled by them as practicable. 


After making this connection y_our 


committee feels that the final serious1 
di&culty in the way of successfully 
launching this enterprise has been pro- 
vided for. 
PROVIDE OWN TRUCKS. 


One of the drawbacks to shipping 


by water is that the shipper has the 
trouble and annoyances of delivering 
hia freight to the steamship company 
dock, paying the marine insurance on 
same, and in the case of citrus fruits 
there ia the additional drawback that 
at times the fruit lies in the dock, sub- 
ject to variations in temperature, for 
two or three days before the ship is 
ready -to load. 
Our plan provides that the Producers' 


iSteamship company, shall render ex- 
actly tho same service to tho shipper 
that the railroads now furnish, viz.: 
tho steamship company shall send its- 
trucks to take and receipt for the fruit 
at the door of the packinghouse of tho

EL MONTE MAIL CARRIER 


KILLED BY COVINA LIMITED 


George Brown, a mail carrier of El 


Monte, was instantly killed early Wed- 
nesday morning when the west bound 
electiic limited from Covina crashed 
into his automobile at Cogswell grade 
crossing, one and one-half miles east of 
El Monte. 


The train was in charge of Motor- 


man W. J. Hodge and Conductor H. 
K. Riordan. It was composed of three 
cars and, according to the Pacific dis- 
patcher of the eastern division, it was 
travelling about 35 miles an hour. 


Brown was reported to have driven 


onto the crossing and was unable to 
force the automobile off of the tracks 
when the wheels skidded in the mud. 


Motorman Hodge applied the emer- 


gency brakes as Brown made a fran- 
tic effort to escape from the automobile. 


The automobile was demolished and 


when the train crew and passengers 
reached the 
wreckage 
they 
found 


Brown's mangled body. 


He evidently died instantly in the 


crash. Brown was a married man with 


the terms of the proposed law. 


If one city in the San Gabriel valley

Not a single right is taken from 
those who now have rights jn the can- 
yon water. No proposed law could in- 
terfere with existing rights. These are 
already safeguarded by law. But irri- 
gating companies may petition for the 
forming of n coalation of their inter- 
ests into a political subdivision, and 
can ask that water and power together 
or separately be conserved, developed 
and distributed for their use, and as- 
suming the bond issue necessary to 
make the. improvement. 


This proposed initiative amendment 


is entitled "California's Water and 
Power Act." The California League of 
Municipalities, composed of the officials 
of every city in the state, has been 
working on this proposal for more than 
a year, and last week, at their annual 
session, held in Santa Monica, the 
draft of the amendment and the gen- 
eral proposal were indorsed by the 
league. A campaign committee headed 
by William Kent, former congressman 
in tho northern part of the state, who 
is a large land-owner, has been working 
on the details of the plan for a number 
of months. This committee drafted the 
proposed amendment.

AD VALOREM VALUATION 


IS URGED IN CONGRESS 


The American Valuation Association, 


urging that ad valorem schedules be 
made on all foreign products, has sent 
out the following statement: 


A fight is being made in the present 


Congress to revolutionize our methods 
of levying ad valorem tariff taxes. In 
tho past, these taxes have been based 
upon the cost of the goods in the coun- 
try of origin, as fixed by consular in- 
voices. It is now proposed to base the 
tax upon the average value of the im- 
ported goods, in America, as fixed by 
tho open market, where such goods 
are ordinarily sold or offered for sale 
in the usual wholesale quantities. 
It 


is intended that such valuation shall 
be fixed by the actual and fair market 
value of the goods in the United States, 
independently of any artificial fluctua- 
tions. 


This plan, culled American valua- 


tion, has the support of such experts 
as Secretary Hoover, Customs Judge 
Clarion Do Vries, and a multitude of 
representative American business men 
at, the head of large industries. 
A 


little thought will show the justice and 
feasibility of the plan. 


Granting that the object of a pro- 


tective tariff is to protect local indus- 
try against unfair competition of cheap 
foreign labor, and that the object of any 
tariff tax should be to give equal treat- 
ment to all similar imports of whenever 
origin, it will readily be seen 
that 


American valuation is the only fail- 
plan. If a certain article can be made 
in Germany for a $1, and in England 
for $2, and the ad valorem tariff tax 
is 30 per cent, the German article 
would pay 30 cents tax, while the iden- 
ticle English article would pay (!0 cents 
lax. 
There is no justice in that. 
It 


discriminates in favor of the countries 
having the cheapest labor and the most 
depreciated money, exactly in propor- 
tion to that 
differential. 
Thus, the 


more stable country suffers, not only 
the penalty of its stability, but also 
the penalty of a higher 
tariff tax. 


It has been pointed out that this, in 


reality, constitutes a violation of some 
of 
oiir international treaties. 
Some 


nations have treaties with us contain- 
ing the "most favored nation" clause. 
This means that the treatment guaran- 
teed to that country i" any matter of 
•interpreting our 
laws, shall be as 


favorable as that which is granted to 
tho most favored nation in that respect. 
Under such a treaty, England would 
have a right to claim as low a tax on 
her imports as that applies to similar 
'imports from Germany, or anywhere 
else. 
This certainly would be just, 


but it would create interminable con- 
fusion under the present ad valorem 
plan. It would turn the whole system 
into chaos. 


The chief argument that has been 


advanced against American Valuation 
is by importers, who clain that it would 
deprive them of any certain method of 
estimating their tax in advance, and 
thus reduce their business to a gamble. 


While there is some merit in that ar- 


gument, it is not sufficient to outweigh 
the obvious advantages of the other 
plan. 
This plan is fair, not only to 


Arneriran business interests, but also to 
all importers, as it places them on the 
saiuo basis. 
The tux, in other words, 


would bo fixed by definitely ascertained 
local conditions, and not by different 
and varying foreign conditions. 


HONEY IN CALIFORNIA. 


By AUSTIN O. -MARTIN, 


Vicc-President, First National Bank of 


Los Angeles. 


California produces more honey than 


any other state in the United States. 


It is estimated by the United States 


Department of Agriculture than 15 per 
cent of the commercial honey produced 
in tho United States of America comes 
from California. 


The second state is Iowa, which pro- 


duces 6 per cent of the entire crop of 
the country. New York, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, and Wisconsin each produce ap- 
proximately 4 per cent of total produc- 
tion. In other words, the combined 
production of these four states is only 
slightly in excess of that in California. 
Pennsylvania, 
Georgia, Florida, Ohio, 


Indiana, Missouri and Colorado each 
produce approximately 3 per cent of 
the total. The other 35 states produce 
the remaining 42 per cent of the com- 
mercial honey 
crop of the 
United 


States. 


The average annual production of 


honey in California during the past 
five years has been 7,100,000 pounds. 
Production each year has ben is fol- 
lows: 


191(5, 8.100,000 pounds; 1917, <i,500,- 


000 pounds; 1918, 5,500,000 pounds; 
1919, 6,350,000 pounds; and -920, 9,500,- 
000 pounds. 


HIGH HONEY YIELD. 


The average yield of honey per col- 


ony of beep in California materially 
exceeds that of other sections of the 
United States. In 1920 the average 
yield of honey per colony was 93 
pounds in California, as compared with 
59.1 pounds for the United States as 
a whole. Although the California yield 
has not olways exceeded the average 
yield for the entire United States in as 
great proportion as in 1920, it has al- 
ways exceeded the average. In 1919 
the average California yield per colony 
of bees was 52 pounds of honey as com- 
pared with 50 pounds for the entire 
country. For the five years from 1913 
to 1918 the California average was 02 
pounds, while that for all of the United 
States was only 42.2 pounds. 


With an average production of 93 


pounds of honey per colony of bees in 
California in 1920 and with production 
of 9,500,000 pounds of honey, it took 
in excess of 100,000 colonies of bees to 
produce the commercial crop of Cali- 
fornia honey. As the 1920 price for a 
colony of bees ranged between $10 and 
$15 per colony, there is more than 
$1,000,000 invested in beos alone in this 
state. 


Practically all the honey produced 


in California is sold in extracted form. 
The tendency to sell honey in this man- 
ner has been increasing from year to 
year. In 191(i, 17 per cent of the Cali- 
fornia production was sold in the comb 
and 2 per cent in bulk, the remainder, 
or 81 per cent being sold as extracted 
honey. In 1919 only 3 per cent of the 
production was sold as comb honey. 
None was old in bulk, and 97 per cent 
was sold as extracted honey. In 1920 
the 
percentage was practically the 


same, 2 per cent being comb honey, 2 


per cent bulk honey, and 97 per cent 
extracted honey. 
--.,... 


MARKETED IN EXTRACT FORM 
The difference between the forms in 


which California honey aad honey pro- 
duced in other sections of the country 
are marketed is illustrated by the fact 
that 30.4 per cent of tho entire honey 
production of the country in 1920 was 
comb honey, as compared -with 2!per 
cent in California; that 12.3 per cent 
of total production was bulk honey as 
Compared with 2 per cent in California; 
and that 57.3 per cent of total produc- 
tion was extracted honey as compared 
with 96 per cent in California. 


A much greater proportion of Cali- 


fornia honey is sold in markets outside 
the state than is the case in other pro- 
ducing sections. 


In 1916 California marketed 86 per 


cent of its honey outside of the state, 
although only 36.0 per cent of the en- 
tire honey production of the country 
was marketed in states other than those 
in which produced. In 1917 a smajlar 
proportion of California honey found 
outside markets, only 77 per cent being 
marketed in other states. This com- 
pares with 28.9 per cent for the entire 
country. In 1918 the respective per- 
centages were 93 per cent, and 32.9 per 
cent. In 1919 they were 85 and 34.3 
per cent, and in 1920, 71 and 28.4 per 
cent. 


CALIFORNIA BEES PROLIFIC 
It is obvious from the above figures 


that honey is produced on a commercial 
scale to a much greater extent in Cali- 
fornia than in other sections of the 
country, and that in California the bee 
colony is more prolific than in other 
sections of the country. 


The reason for this probably lies in 


the fact that two crops of honey can 
bt> secured from each colony each year, 
while in most other states only one crop 
is secured. 
In addition, the profusion 


of sage and oranges in the state of Cal- 
ifornia provides the two best known 
sources for the production of commer- 
cial honey.

IN A GLENBROOK PAIGE 


All 
clt'vi'ii-fhi>usfiMd-mile .•journey in 


an automobile, from coast to coast and 
back again, has just been completed by 
Thomas E. Jarrett. with his son and 
others of the party, made in a 1921 
Glenbrook Paige, car, carrying a weight 
of 47011 pounds in passengers and bag- 
gage. 


Robes and fur-lined coats, which were 


a part of the equipment, proved to be 
very necessary, especially on the return 
journey, as the party ran into snow at 
Lyman, Utah, and at Coleville. in that 
state, the service canteen was frozen 
solid during the night. 


Considerable rain w:is experienced 


during tho twenty-two clays, and Mr. 
Jarrett says that although their car 
found itself crosswise of the road at 
intervals, owing to the muddy going, 
there was no time when the car did not 
proceed on its own power. Encounter- 
ing dee|> ravines in the roads ,in, the.

a detour, but otherwise this remarkable 
trip was made on a schedule, which al- 
lowed for nine hours of travel each day.

"slants" to contend with, one to climb 
and the other to keep the car from 
turning over sidewise.

California Fruit Growers 
Exchange 


Wednesday, which was attended by re- 
presentatives from Covina, Aznsn, Glen- 
dorn. Charter Oak auicl other citrus com- 
munities of the valley, the report of C. 
S. Whitconib and the sub-committee on 
water transportation was approved, end 
steps were taken to further the pro- 
ject. 


The committee's recommendation that 


work be done at once on the financing 
of a corporation to charter several ships 
from the United States shipping board 
will be carried out, and also the work of 
guaranteeing tonnage for the ships will 
bo taken up. It was recommended by 
the- committee that 2,000,000 boxes as u 
minimun be obtained from the shipping 
companies with which tenative terms 
fihve been discussed. Arrangements for 
financing the proposition also were loft 
to the board of directors, it was -said 
by Secretary Earl G. Gazcll.

Company that will handle the ocean 
shipments 
will be taken up with the

structed for this service, with covers 
to protect the fruit from sun and rain. 


The steamship company will own its 


dock nt San Pedro, with a pro-cooling 
and storage plant thereon large enough 
to hold about two hundred cars of. 
fruit ready for loading when a ship ar 
rives. In this plant we will install 
conveyers for taking the fruit 
from 


tho trucks into the pro-cooling rooms, 
and from the rooms into the .ship so 
that the ship may be loaded as rapidly, 
as practicable, und thus reduce ,to UK- 
minimum the delny of the ship in port. 


We are having preliminary plans and 


estimates made at 'the present time 
(without expense to the Exchange) for 
a pro-cooling plant and conveyor sys- 
tem, 
and upon the result Of these esti- 


mates 
will 
depend somewhat the 


amount of money necessary to raise. 


It seems quite certain that fruit 


handled in this manner, viz.: prc-cooled 
and carried in the ship under cold air 
refrigeration, will be landed in the 
markets of Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston in better condition than are 
the average of our rail shipments. 


DOCKS ARE SECURED. 


Two years ago, while general busi- 


ness and shipping conditions were ac- 
tive, it would haVe been almost impos- 
sible to have secured a satisfactory 
dock on the North river in New York 
near the present auction market where 
our fruit is sold, and where it is quite 
essential our ships should dock. 
Two 


years in the future the same situation 
may prevail again, as under normal 
conditions that district is very con- 
gested. 
Under present depressed con- 


ditions we can secure dockage in that 
district, two openings now being avail- 
able, and we can entrench ourselves so 
as to be secure of our location with the 
rising tide of business. 


In Boston there are also two oppor- 


tunities for securing desirable dockage, 
one at the Commonwealth dock, which 
is finely fitted up to take care of our 
business and at favorable rates; the 
other at the dock of the Quincy Mar- 
ket Cold Storage & Warehouse com- 
pany, which owns large docks and cold 
storage plants located at the foot of 
the market district. 


At Philadelphia there is a fine muni- 


cipal dock which, owing to the recent 
changes in our immigration laws which 
have largely reduced the business of 
the Italian and French liners, is in very 
little use. This is a two-story- dock 
equipped with light, and heat, and is 
well located and adapted for our busi- 
ness. 


At our own harbor, as many of you 


•know, the- City of Los Angeles owns 
much of the water front, and the city 
is desirous , of increasing the business 
of the harbor. The establishment of a 
local steamship company making this 
city its home port, building a large 
precooling plant at the harbor, and 
spending the bulk of its money, here, 
would be a great stimulus to the busi- 
ness of the port; therefore it is, only 
fair to assume that we will receive 
pvery reasonable consideration from 
the city officials in the way of location 
and 4erma when the time comes tci^ake 
the matter up with them.

Six ships operated on the basis de- 


fined would carry about two million 
boxes of citrus fruits 'to the three mar- 
kets of Philadelphia, New York and 
Boston, or about one-half of the amount 
that the Exchange now sells in those 
markets, and only about 10 per cent of 
the total Exchange shipments for tho 
past year. 


Our present transportation 
charges 


on this fruit are: 


Freight, $1.92 per cwt. plus average 


icing charges of 12 cents; total $2.04 
per cwt. Credit two million boxes by

amount of money would pay the entire 
operating expenses of the 
steamship 


line if it went cast with citrus only, 
which would be only two-thirds of a 
cargo, and came back empty. There- 
fore, you are now paying the bill. 


At this particular time, owing to the-

One need not set himself up as a 


prophet in order to declare that Bald- 
win Park will grow faster than other 
valley communities. Prediction is sim- 
ple in • this case, and is based merely 
on the surety that nothing can now pre- 
vent the enormous growth of Southern. 
California. And the populations are to 
come with a certainty to those com- 
munities that can offer the best chanco 
for a homesite amid pleasant conditions. 
Baldwin Park has the homesites in tre- 
mendous numbers and at comparatively 
cheap_ prices, while all other communi- 
ties, in the valley are surrounded by 
highly-improved property that cannot 
be subdivided except at prices that shut 
out the class of people that really want 
to build homes—tho laboring,salary- 
earning class. This class cannot afford 
at present to buy homesites in sub 
divisions where the cost of the lot must 
necessarily be in the region of $,1000 
or $1,200. And a lot that has been sold 
from out an orange or lemon orchard 
will cost that amount or more, when 
street and lighting improvements are 
added. 


DESERT TRANSFORMATION. 


All the way from the Pacific Electric 


track that runs through Baldwin Park 
to the • boulevard that runs through 
Azusa, there is a great desert of almost 
wholly unimproved land—thousands of 
acres of desert property, owned by hun- 
dreds of non-residents. The San Ga- 
briel river wash bisects it in a south- 
westerly direction. Almost all of this 
property is unimproved, covered with 
chaparral, greasewood and cactus—a 
sandy silt filled in by the river and 
largely filled with boulders, the detritus 
of £he -great river through countless 


of them to thinking, and they stopped 
there for an indefinite period, finally 
building up a community by farming 
on the damp lands that need little or 
no irrigation. The settlers could not 
live in the country that has since be- 
come Covina, Glendora, Azusa, etc., be- 
cause there was no water. 


But these valley lands have since be- 


come great citrus orchards and walnut 
orchards, through the diversion of wa- 
ter from the canyon, and later through 
the discovery of the great underground 
lake beneath the valley which is now 
brought to the surface by pumping. 
It came about, therefore, that the com- 
munities east of El Monte became more 
important in the end than El Monte it- 
self, which was the mother of the val 
ley. El Monte today, of course, is a 
very prosperous and growing commun- 
ity, but it was the despised land of the 
desert around it that leaped to values 
far beyond tho damp lands near the 
river when irrigation was perfected. 
Therefore, it is seen that "the last 
shall be first and the first shall be last'' 
in the scheme of Southern California 
progress. 


GROVES PREVENT BUILDING. 


'Now, it is seen that the very fact of 


the value of the lands in the Covina, 
Glendora, San Dimas and other orchard 
communities, prevents those communi- 
ties from growing as rapidly in popu- 
lation in comparison with other por- 
tions of Southern California. The or- 
chards have the distinction of figuring 
in tho United States agricultural cen- 
sus as the most valuable farm lands 
in the world from the standpoint of 
actual production. But we cannot have 
our cake and eat it too. The land must 
•either be orchards or homesites. Only 


very limited way, little orchard plant- 
ing has been done. The light, sandy 
silt of the Covina territory has always 
ent itself easily to clearing and culti- 
vation. The same soil extends to Bald- 
win Park from tho eastern direction, 
t>ut on the west of that community, and 
on the north extending to the moun- 
tains the soil is heavily charged with 
detritus, the rocks and boulders of the 
river. The expenditure for the initial 
clearing is greater than in the sandy 
silt farther back from the river in the 
easterly and southerly directions.

Walnut Processing in Progress 


This Week at Puente House 


Loads of walnuts began to arrive this 


week at La Puente Walnut Growers' 
Association packing house at Puente, 
beginning another season of processing 
for this big organization. 
People throughout the San Gabriel 


valley who would be interested in see- 
ing one of these plants in operation 
should make a trip-to Puente during 
the moath and watch the process. The 
packing house is situated just at the 
turn of the Pomona boulevard a half 
mile w*at of the town of Puente. It 
is the largest walnut packing house in 
the world, and is the best equipped m 
every way, having been in operation 
only a short time. The Puente district 
is the largest acreage planted to wal- 
nuts in the state. 
On Friday, September 16, of this year 


the first annual meeting of the walnut 
department of the Los Angeles county 
farm bureau was held in this great 
building, with over 800 ranchers and 
their families present. At this time a 
thtirough survey of the season was made 
by President 0. C. Teague of the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers Association, and 
by its executive secretary, Carlyle 
Thorpe. 
A complete account of this 


meeting was printed in the Argus the 
following week. 
For the purpose of 


b«, Womajjlon contained ffi 
to the wider number of 


readers who will receive this monthly 
edition of the Argus, the account of 
that meeting is again printed, as fol- 
lows: 


County Farm Advisor Bobert W. 


Hodgson, and Secretary 
Bosenkranz, 


who had arranged the meeting, an- 
nounced that a journey would be made 
to a grove nearby, where examples of 
what is kuown as '' foot rot'' in walnut 
trees .would be examined. Several hun- 
dred people made tie trip, and Farm 
Advisor Hodgson and Dr. L. B. Bat- 
eheller of the citrus experiment station 
gave a history of the foot rot disease 
while the audience was gathered around 
a diseased tree. This discussion was 
entered into by many ranchers, includ- 
ing C. C. Teague and other large grow- 
ers. The cause of this disease, its pre- 
vention or cure remains unknown at 
present, according to all experts and 
ranchers present. 
The trees that are 


attacked begin to die within a few 
weeks after being apparently in good 
health, and so rapid is the 'process to- 
ward death it is called "heart failure" 
as a popular description. 
When trees 


are discovered in this condition it is 
too late to discover whether the disease 
originates in the roots, the bud union, 
or whether it is due to excessive mois- 
ture, or any other cause. Whether it 
ia spore" prevalent OJi Northern Calif orJ 


nia black stock or other stock is now 
under careful experiment. 
Banchers 


at the meeting said that the disease 
seemed to be statewide, and that in 
some instances several trees to the acre 
had died. That it is a serious menace 
to the industry is recognized. • 


NOON BASKET LUNCH. 


Within the packing house the ranch- 


ers and their families enjoyed a basket 
lunch at noon, with coffee supplied by 
the members of La Puente association. 
The low stands upon which walnut 
sacks are piled when handling the crop 
proved to be excellent seats, and when 
placed "two high" madia excellent 
tables also. 
President Sevmour L. Watts of _ La 


Puente association welcomed the visit- 
ors in a forceful and well-worded open-1 
ing speech at the afternoon session, 
which was presided over by President 
Bobert H. Neely of the county farm 
bureau,- himself a member of the Pu- 
ente organization. Farm Advisor Hodg- 
son, in responding to a request for a 
few remarks, said that it was peculiar- 
ly fitting that the first annual field day 
of the walnut department of the farm 
bureau be held at Puente, for the reason 
that the district was the largest one of 
a compact nature in the state, where 
there was a large acreage of uniformly 
bearing trees of from nine to fifteen 
years old in a very high state of cul- 
tivation, and a territory that will pro- 
duce in the future the largest amount 
of walnuts of anv singld territory. The 
packing house in which the meeting 
was being held, he said, was the largest 
in the United States and probably in 
the world, and was but recently erect- 


ed, containing |he latest and most 
modern methods of processing the crop. 
The idea of a walnut department in 
the farm bureau originated in the West 
Covina farm center, he stated. 


PBESIDENT'S ADDBESS 


Chairman Neely introduced Presi- 


dent Teague by stating that the presi- 
dent had but recently returned from 
Washington, where he had been in com- 
pany with Manager 
Thorpe, Messrs. 


Jonas Killian, Lewis and others in the 
fight to obtain an adequate tariff on 
walnuts. Mr. Teague was considered 
to be the industry's most prominent 
and most experienced rancher, a grower 
of walnuts on a very large scale at 
Santa Paula, the famous Limoneira or- 
chards. Mr. Teague is also president of 
the California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
the largest co-operative organization of 
growers in America, and is president of 
the state legislative committee that has 
acted as a steering committee at Sac- 
ramento in securing legislation benefit 
cial .to farmers and fruit growers. 


President Teague, in reviewing the 
| contest 'in Washington for adequate 
' walnut tariff, said that seventy-three 
per cent of the walnuts consumed in 
the United States were raised on the 
Pacific coas.t, which meant practically 
in California. He said that the con- 
sumption of walnuts had reached a 
point where tho marketing was near 
the saturation point, or in other words, 
had been perfected so that all portions 
of the country was receiving as many 
walnuts as could be consumed. Tho 
major idea that was presented to the 
committees of the house of congress 
was that the American walnut growers 


were going to be able within a few 
years to supply all the walnuts that the 
American public would consume. With 
this fact in mind the American con- 
gress was asked to place a tariff on 
walnuts that would be high enough to 
offset the difference in cost of produc- 
tion in this country and in foreign 
countries, so that the market could be 
protected for American growers. 


President Teague outlined tho method 


by which tariff legislation is enacted 
in congress, and stated that under the 
Bepublican Dingley bill, walnuts re- 
ceived a tariff of three cents per pound 
on the unshelled product; under the 
Payne-Aldrich Bepublican tariff bill a 
tariff of three cents on unshelled and 
five cents on the shelled; under the 
Underwood democratic tariff bill, 
.tariff of two cents on unshelled and 
four cents on shelled, and that it had 
been the aim of walnut growers in tho 
present bill to obtain a tariff of four 
cents on unshelled and twelve cents on 
the shelled product.

Chances Excellent for Scale 


Clean-up, Says Owl Manager 


It has been a fumigating season in 


which a great amount of work has been 
finished much earlier than is usually tho 
case, according to a statement made this 
week by H. P. Eastman, resident man- 
ager of the Owl Fumigating Corpora- 
tion, which supplies a huge amount of 
the liquid gas used in this method of 
eliminating scale pests in citrus or- 
chards. 


That early fumigating is the most 


desirable is the belief of all who under- 
stand this phase of the citrus business, 
but along with this fact Mr. Eastman 
says that he has reports showing that 
much moiv cure has been exercised llilst 
year in the applying of materials in 
the orchards, and that examinations 
by deputies of the horticultural com- 
missions in Southern California show 
that a high grade of kill in most locali- 
ties has been accomplished. It is some- 
whflt early to get an accurate survey 
of the results of fumigation in Los An- 
geles county, but reports 
from 
San 


Bernardino, Kedlands, Riverside and 
Orange counties lead all concerned to 
believe that this is to be a successful 
fumigating season in the aggregate. 


In Tulare county Mr. Eastman says 


that the kill on the citricola through 
the use of liquid gas for fumigation 
has been very satisfactory. The counts 
kept on live scale found after fumiga- 
tion and tabulated by the county com- 
missioner show a 99 per cent kill and 
better. 


It has been a successful season in the 


sale of liquid gas, Mr. Eastman said. 
He estimated that seventy-five per cent 
of the work of fumigating has been 
done with liquid gas, and that the use 
of solid cyanide had been confined to 
a small portion of the east end of Los 
Angeles county. 
Whether liquid gas 


or solid cyanide had been used, Mr. 
Eastman thought that there would be 
a much better percentage of kill in 
the east end of the county than in past 
years because of the fact that every 
fumigator has been "on his toes" this 
year to clean up the groves. 
There 


has been a great deaj fof pressure 
brought to bear by the rancher, many 
of whom have been badly disappointed 
through not getting a good kill the last 
few years. These ranchers, the man- 
ager said, had been constantly in touch 
with the fumigating gangs when 
at 


v.-crk. and this element 
of personal 


supervision would have its effect. 
A 


more thorough co-operation, between 
fumigator and rancher was in effect 
this year than in other years, he said. 


Another factor that has had its effect 


i.s that the price of canvas haw been 
very much lower than during the war 
or the year just after the war, with the 
result that fumigating companies and 
associations have equipped with better, 
tighter tents. Added to this has been 
another significant fact, which is that 
the gas pumps used to put the material 
under the tree have been greatly im- 
proved. 


The Owl fumigating pump has been 


perfected so that it has been doing ex- 
ceptionally good work, according to re- 
ports from the fumigating crews. 


The vaporizing and diffusing at, the 


nozzle had been perfected to a point 
where it is much. more effective than in 
tho past, ho said. 


The Owl Fumigating Corporation, 


whose plant is built in the desert west 
of Axusa, has a physical valuation of 
about $250,000, the largest manufactur- 
ing plant of any kind in tho valley. 
It has been a distinct asset to the citrus 
industry, and is a highly-valued part 
of the activity \of Azusa. During the 
fumigating season tho plant has em- 
ployed forty-five men in the making 
and distributing of this material. 


WALNUT TOOT EOT IS 


EXPLAINED BY EXPEKT 


A foot rot, root rot, or crown gnll 


has been effecting walnut 
trees 
for 


many years and has been given all the 
names herein noted, also "heart fail- 
ure"; 
but the latter name is applic- 


able only to tho condition of the or- 
chard owner when he suddenly discov- 
ers he is seriousy injured by the disease. 
Otherwise the name heart failure should 
be dropped for the disease, does not at- 
tack the tree, but the root, or California 
black stock only. 


During the past few years, especially 


the late three dry ones, the disease has 
spread at a -ruly alarming rate in all 
parts of the state. In company with 
R. W. Hodgson, farm advisor of I.os 
Angeles county, the writer visited the 
orchard of Robert H. Neely, president 
of the Los Angeles county farm bureau, 
at Covina. In this orchard, up to the 
close of the day, September 26, nearly 
30 trees had the soil dug away from 
the trunks from one to two feet deep 
and some of the affected parts chiseled 
away in examinations. 
Be it clearly 


understood that tho Persian or so-called 
English, walnut tree is not affected in 
the least. 
Seedling trees in this and 


other orchards are immune. It is tho 
California native black stock that is 
diseased and all tissue above the union 
is immune. It has been thought the 
dwarf Southern California Juglans Cali- 
fornica is more readily and more fatally 
affected 
than 
the 
larger 
growing 


variety, Hindsii, native to more north- 
erly counties. 
But this has not yet 


been clearly proven. 


This is what is found. 
From mere 


pockets of small size up to the entire 
stump the wood is dead and rotten, 
emitting a very disagreeable smell that 
attracts flies as soon as exposed. The 
color of the dead tissue is black and 
the closely surrounding soil is stained 
black. The texture of the nasty pulpy 
mass of dead tissue may bo likened 
to a mixture of shredded wood and 
asphaltum, except it is less sticky and 
has a strong sickening stench. All sorts 
of conditions are found in the variance 
between free stumps and dead stumps. 
On some, parts of roots and stumps 
are alive that in others are dead. The 
points of first attack and progress of 
the disease vary much and are baffling 
to the tree doctor. 


This is what is being done to the 


Neely trees by advice of Mr. Hodgson:

IMPORTANT INDUSTRY 


While other manufacturing firms may 


have been experiencing an industrial 
depression and were curtailing their 
plans for the future, a Covina concern 
rook that period as the time to establish 
a new business, and hast made a success 
of it. 


The Western Sun Fertilizer Company, 


operated by a partnership of W. M. 
Warren, well known local rancher, und 
W. E. McNatt of Los Angeles, was 
formed with offices in Covina, and grad- 
ually built up during the quiet times, 
until today it is on the road to be one 
of tho substantial business concerns 
of Southern California. 


W. M. Warren has sold commercial 


and other kinds of fertilizer in the 
valley for twelve years, but when he 
went into partnership with Mr. McN'att 
a larger territory was laid out and other 
products.were prepared for tho makct. 
The company is today manufactuing in 
Covina largo quantities of what they 
have named Magis Brand Meat Scraps, 
and fish meal and bone meal of tho 
same name. 
This is sold to poultry 


raisers throughout the state. They also 
make a tankage for hog-feed. The fac- 
tory is established on the Southern 
Pacific tracks at Covina, and it is dis- 
tributed over a wide territory from the 
Mexican line to Paso Robles. 


During the last few months the com- 


pany has been keeping a half-dozen 
men busy at the factory, and hundreds 
of dollars' worth of trucking is being 
done cach'month. This is in addition 
to the fertilizer business which the firm 
engages in, selling a large portion of 
the fertilizers used on groves in the 
upper San Gabriel valley. The business 
has been built up conservatively, until 
it is now one of the important concerns 
of the valley,, having a larger turnover 
in money than many better known con- 
cerns in other lines of business. 


The soil is dug away down to the lowest 
part of affected area so the nasty mess 
will dry out. Doubtless complete dry- 
ing will kill it. All affected tissue is 
chiselel away. 
Then Bordeaux paste 


is appliecl and soil is not replaced about 
tho tree. The effects of this treatment 
will be closely observed. 
The writer 


has suggested that in addition dry limo 
be sprinkled or scattered in the holes 
and on surface close about the tree. Of 
course no more irrigating will be done, 
but rains will come and it is certain 
that the lime will then prove a valu- 
able amendment to the Bordeaux if thi.- 
treatmcnt proves efficacious. — Ernest 
Braunton in California Cultivator.

J.os Angeles county horticultural com- 
mission, said this -week in a talk with 
the Argus that his contact with the 
fumigating crews in ull parts of ..the 
county this season leads him to believq 
that the ranchers will get' a much bet- 
ter clean-up of scale than 
in 
past 


years. 


He said he had not been in touch 


with the examinations that follow fumi- 
gations, but that he had been working 
with crews in the actual operation of 
fumigating, and he found a much high- 
er sense of duty among the men than, 
was the case during the war period. 
Ho considered this to be highly signi- 
ficant. 


The rancher also has been taking a 


very marked interest. Instead of leav- 
ing his fumigation to a foreman the 
rancher has been spending time in the 
orchard at night, consulting with fore- 


men concerning proper dosage. Many 
ranchers had insisted on the maximum 
doses, and expressed a willingness to 
lose a few leaves on. the trees if they 
could bring about a 
clean-up 
with 


large applications. 
'' Personal supervision counts tremen- 


dously," said Mr. Hille. "My advice 
to every rancher is to watch his fumi- 
gation in actual operation. We have 
it heavy percentage of very conscien- 
tious fumigating men, but it helps a 
lot in the morale if the rancher takes 
u. personal interest by being present. 
when the work is done."

ON TARIFF 


"Because .of an unfortunate contro- 


versy among those who represented the 
citrus growers in California, the House 
committee did not give us what we 
should have had, and I was informed 
by one member of that committee that 
since we could not agree among our- 
selves, they did not deem it necesoary 
to give much consideration to the mat- 
ter." 


The above sentence is taken from a 


letter written by Congressman Walter 
F. Lincbergcr of the ninth California 
congressional district, addressed to the 
members of the congressional commit- 
tee, and received by them at the time 
of the committee's reunion last week. 


It relates (so far as this paragraph 


is concerned) to the divided opinion 
within, the citrus industry that was 
evidenced by the appearance at Wash- 
ington of one committee of growers 
advocating one particular tariff sched- 
ule and another committee of growers, 
advocating an entirely different sched- 
ule. Mr. Lineberger points out that 
the industry-was able to retain, the 
two cent rate on raw fruit, but places 
the blame for a lack of consideration 
of the entire brief of the citrus grow- 
ers to the fact that they did not come 
to Washington as a unit. The Califor- 
nia Citrus League, represented by G. 
Harold Powell, C. C. Teague, Secretary 
Wallschlaeger and others, presented a 
brief, while another group'of growers 
presented another. 


Mr. Lineberger says: 
"After the bill was" presented we 


were able to persuade the committee 
to introduce an. amendment recogniz- 
ing the differential in the ratio granted 
on citrate of lime and citric acid. That 
was really quite an accomplishment, 
although it did no.t give us anything 
like the rate we should have had. We 
were also able to get the committee to 
recognize the patio between shelled 
-and unshelled walnuts.'' 


Mr. Lineberger refers to his work in 


tho interest of prohibition, stating that 
he was instrumental ia -securing addi- 
tional appropriations for tho prohibi- 
tion enforcement when the funds rani 
out in April, in order that the work 
might not be discontinued. He also in- 
troduced an amendment in relation to 
the Chinese trade act which strength- 
ens the prohibition enforcement in con- 
nection with this country's dealings 
with the orient.

CHEAPEST ELECTRICITY 


" Nowhere is power so cheap as in 


California, and the California power 
.companies are carrying current at fat 
greater distances than, 'anywhere else f 
furthermore, all of these companies are 
'hooked up' so that continuous service 
—something practically unheard of in 
the East, is assured in California," is a 
feature of local interest which will ap- 
pear in the report of Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce, which with the 
aid of engineers, is being prepared for 
submission to President Harding next 
month. Discussing the steam super- 
power plant, as a means of conserving 
fuej in the east, where hydroelectric 
resources can never exceed twenty-five 
per cent of the' demand, the report says 
that these will be "as great a step in 
advance as the transcontinental rail- 
roads." Credit for giving birth to the 
ideas of long distance transmission and 
inter-connection is ascribed to the elec- 
tric engineers of California. The super- 
power plan, which will save millions of 
dollars annually, is being projected by 
the federal government through private 
ownership. 


The section of the report which is 


stimulating to the business and indus- 
trial interests of California, says: 
'' At the present time California com- 


panies are carrying^ current over -wires 
300 miles long, while the greatest dis- 
tance contemplated in the 
Atlantic 


project in only 200 miles. Furthermore, 
all of the great California power com- 
panies are "hooked up" so that con- 
tinuous service—something almost un- 
heard of in the east—is practically as- 
sured in California. And that feature, 
together with economy, makes up the 
underlying objetets of a (superpower 
project. Nowhere is power so cheap as 
in California." 


SAVANNAH SCHOOLHOUSE 


DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Entailing a loss between $30,000 and 


$35,000, the Ravannah school near -El 
Monte burned down Friday night under 
circumstances that point to ineindiar- 
ism. At 9 o'clock yhen the janitor of 
the school arrived at the building it 
was ablaze and the front door of the 
school building was standing open. 


It is this Tatter circumstance that 


leads to the belief that the building 
was purposely set afire. It is a complete 
loss' and the school children will be 
cared for in the El Monte schools. 


Only a short time ago a bond election 


was defeated which would have meant 
the building of a new school. Shortly 
after this defeat a movement was start- 
ed to call another bond election for 
the same purpose as the first. This had 
only reached the point of discussion 
when the fire occurred. 


There have been two factions, one 


favoring the using of the old school 
building and another favoring building 
a new schoolhouse.

coino addition to the population and 
business of the upper San Gabriel val- 
ley community? 
You know that it 


would mean such a town prosperity as 
has never been achieved in the east end 
of the volley outside of Pomona. What 
paused Pomona to grow? Old, non-pro- 
fitable groves in the city were subdi- 
vided at low unit costs. To this was 
added a fine community spirit. 


Ramona Acres lay dormant for years, 


but has reaped a harvest of home-build- 
ers during and since the war because 
there were lots to be had comparatively 
cheap. The little places called Wilmar, 
Rosemead. Walnut Acres—all east of 
Raniona Acres, have grown like mush- 
rooms for the same reason. Seven hun- 
dred and fifty homes were built iu Ra- 
mona Acres in the past year and a half. 
Over five thousand people dwell in 
Monterep Park and its overflow, more 
than in several communities in the east 
end of the valley. Why? Because they 
found an opportunity to buy and build 
without 
restrictions. 
The business 


streets in these little communities are 
growing like mining towns. 


THE NEXT STEP. 


Now we have first-hand information 


that the next step east is to be in the 
Baldwin Park river region. The jump 
is made through El Monte, because 
there is little or no cheap land there. 
The great subdivisionist who has been 
placing these eastern, places on the mar- 
ket is turning his attention to the 
cheap lands of the desert on the east 
side of the old riverbed. It will be in 
process of subdivision within a year. 


Any man who has made a study of 


valley conditions over a period of years 
knows that the Baldwin Park desert is 
a much more desirable subdivision than 
anything that has been subdivided west 
of it, toward Los Angeles. The soil of 
Kamona and Wilmar is hard and filled 
with silica and adobe. Water has been 
a problem in those subdivisions. 
They 


have never yet had enough with which 
to carry on a combination of domestic 
and agricultural suburbanism. 


But in the Baldwin Park desert the 


water flows back from the porous river- 
bed so that it lies within a hundred 
feet or even less, to the surface, and in 
boundless quantities, waiting only for 
the easy lift by pumping. Acres, half- 
acres and lots can be subdivided here, 
upon which a system of watering can 
be had that will take care of any 
dreams of gardening as well as sup- 
plying plenty for lawns and for the 
house. The land can and will be sub- 
divided at a cheap initial cost. 


The clearing of these lands of bould- 


ers will provide the base for the streets 
in endless quantity. Crushed rock can 
be manufactured by the roadsides, and 
will be. Houses can be erected with an 
exterior structure of boulders. 
Stone 


fences can be built cheaper than com- 
mercial wire fences. 


In addition to these desirabilities, 


•the great tract lies on the border of the

In the meantime—during the next 


ten years—Covina, Axusa, Glendora, 
San Dimas, Puente and all of the east 
end of the county, will grow. It will 
bo surprising how these communities 
will grow. But they will not grow in 
population as fasi as Baldwin Park, 
because the value of the lands will pre- 
vent it. 


Baldwin Park this f;ill has the larg- 


est grade school attendance- of any 
school outside of the city school in Co- 
vina. It has over 250 scholars and nine 
teachers. In a few years it would be 
desirable perhaps for that community 
to form its own high school district, 
providing it could not get adequate 
accommodation in the present district. 
At all events it must provide for a 
tremendous influx of scholars for grade 
and high schools. The community is 
erecting business houses constantly, and 
is in need of more store buildings right 
now. 


The writer made numerous trips in 


the old days between Covina and Bald- 
win Park when it took a half-day to 
negotiate it through the trackless sand. 
Twenty-five years ago, or even fifteen 
years ago, it was not so evident to all 
of us that Lns Angeles was to become 
the incredible city that it has become. 
Frank Wiggins of the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce knew it was com- 
ing. 
But his vision was not extended 


to everyone. 


We must not deceive ourselves. Our 


growth in this valley depends upon the 
growth of Los Angeles. What benefits 
that great city benefits us. To bark at 
her heels is useless and senseless, and 
there are few who are doing it now- 
adays. As she overflows so will all of 
Southern California fill up with the 
great pressure coming from the east, 
from the northwest and from the ends 
of the world. Every boost for Los An 
gelt?s is a boost for the entire territory 
in Southern California. 
And every 


boost that we can give to any valley 
community will be a boost for us, no 
matter where we may reside in the 
valley. We are all in the same boat 
and pulling strong.
